Need for agricultural that it has repeatedly urged the 1 
banks and panchayats. necessity for the establishment of 


agricultural banks and panchdyats (arbitration courts), but it 
is to be regretted that the Government has yet taken no 
steps in this direction. The extortions of mahdjans have 
reduced cultivators to a state of most abject poverty. If an 
agricultural bank were established in each tahsil and 
advances were made by it, through the tahsild4r, to cultivators 
for agricultural purposes, their condition would be greatly 
improved. The establishment of panchdyats for the decision 
of cases of simple hurt is also highly desirable. They should 
receive plaints on plain paper, and simple rules should be 
framed for their guidance. These institutions would save the 
people a great deal of expense and trouble, would administer 
justice better than regular courts, and would relieve the 
latter of a large portion of their work. The measure also 
recommends itself on econcmical grounds, because in that 
case the Government would be able to dispense with the 
services of several officers in each district.

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frivolous and unfounded: ‘The natives of 'Amroha are not so 
narrow-minded and stupid as the editor of that paper would 
lead Government to imagine them to be. They know very 
well that one of their own countrymen can better under- 
stand their feelings and administer justice than a stranger. 
The editor of the Ahsann-l-Akhbdr appears to have been 
influenced by some interested motives in his opposition. As 
Hindus and Musalméns form the principal portions of the 
community, it is of course necessary that some men of both 
classes should be appointed to the office in question. The 
Magistrate has nominated Mir Ali Muzaffar Khan, Shekh 
{lahi Bakhsh, Hakim Niyéz Ali Khan, Chaube Bhagwat 
Das, and S4hu Nand Kishor for the post. The Natyar-i- 
Asam expresses satisfaction at these selections, and vbserves 
that the nominees are intelligent and respectable persons. 


A correspondent of the Hindustdnt (Lucknow), of the 8th 
Court of the District April (received on the 1st May), writ- 
Judge at Sitépur, Oudh. ing from Sitapur, complains that the 
District Judge of Sitapur allows no native to enter his court 
with his shoes on, whether he wears native or Huropean shoes. 
ven pleaders are not exempt from this prohibition. More 
over, suitors have to sit on the matting to their great incon- 
venience and dishonour. In the issue of the 29th April, the 
same correspondent states that the prohibition in regard to 
shoes has been withdrawn since, but that no benches and stools 
have yet been provided for suitors. The writer also complains 
that the witness-box is situated at a great distance from the 
Judge. 
The same paper, of the lst April (received on the Ist 
Crops — od bi shoot May), publishes a communication 
me. ports — from a zamind&r in Bareilly. The 
writer complains that in these days 
European soldiers in small parties of ten or twelve, accom- 
panied by scores of attendants on foot, go into the interior 
of the district on shooting excursions on horseback, and 
greatly injare standing crops. Woe be to the fields through 
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which ten or twelve horses and two or three score of met 
pass. This isnotall. The soldiers also throw pieces of bread 
at cultivators, whose remonstrances are not at all heeded by the 
former. When there are standing crops in the field, soldiers 
should not be allowed to go out for shooting. The editor re- 
marks that in case of injury to crops the cultivators are en- 
titled to compensation. Moreover, he is of opinion that no 
party of European soldiers should be allowed to go out for 
shooting without a license and a letter from the commandant 
to the zamind&r on whose land they intend to shoot. The 
zamindér should have the power to refuse them permission to 
shoot, if he pleases.

Execution of Civil Court , a 

decrees against cultivators In regard to the execution of Civil 
m on Court decrees against cultivators, the 
writer remarks that the moveable property of the judgment- 
debtor is first attached. Ifany animals are attached, they are 
either kept under the custody of the officials of the Court 
executing the decree, or, if there is no stable attached to the 
Court for the purpose, the cattle are made over to some per- 
son proposed by the decree-holder. In either case the cattle 
are not properly fed and taken eare of. They become quite 
weak by the time they are sold and hardly fetch one-eighth 
of their proper value. The money realized from their sale 
is barely equal tothe sum paid by the decree-holder for their 
support. Thus the poor cultivator has lost his cattle, but he 
has obtained no relief whatever. In order to avoid this evil, 
it is necessary that the cattle attached in execution of decrees 
should be at once sold, or Circular No. 13 of 1874 of the 
Panj&b Chief Court, which provides against this evil, should 
be strictly observed by the subordinate Courts. The writer | 
quotes the circular at length, and observes that, according to 
para, 5 of that circular, the cattle attached in execution of a 


decree should be placed in the charge of the village lam- 
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bardér. This is really a very wise and economical arrange- 
ment, but the subordinate Courts do not generally follow it. 
When such cattle are made over to the lambardar, he in 
turn makes them over to the judgment-debtor himself, be- 
cause, having great influence in the village, he knows very 
well that he can take the animals back from the cultivator 
when they are called for by the court. The judgment-debtor 
naturally takes proper care of the animals. 


The Deshopkdrak (Lahore), of the 24th April, states 
Sstatuens ch Deentonn that hitherto, when a Buropean killed 
who killed a native at a native, any of the following excuses 
— was urged in favor of the accused:— 
If the deceased was killed by kicks and blows, his spleen was 
said to have been diseased. If he was shot, he was declared 
to have been shot by the accused through inadvertence or 
under provocation, or the accused was declared to have been 
drunk at the time. But now the madness theory has been 
invented. Lately a fortunate white-faced European, who had 
killed a nigger at Satara, was declared mad by the Judge and 
acquitted! This is excellent justice! This is the reason 
why Europeans so strongly oppose the Jurisdiction Bill. 


The same paper refers to the case of Diwan Kam Chandra 
Diwan Rém Chandra of Of Gujranwalla and recommends it 
Gujranwala. for the consideration of Government. 
He held the high office of Diwin under Mahéréjé Ranjit 
Singh and performed his duties with ability. He wasa 
very generous and pious man. He built many tanks and a 
canal and also established schools and dispensaries. On the 
annexation of the Panjab, the Government confiscated his 
estate, which was worth over nine thousand rupees, along 
with those of some other Sardars in 1850, and granted him 
a yearly pension of Rs. 2,400 for life. He has always been 
faithful to the British Government. At the time of the mutiny 
in 1857, he lent forty thousand rupees to Government. He 
has lately entirely retired from the world and taken up his

be taken from them and restored to their parents, 
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residence at Benares. Obviously the Government has not 
shown him sufficient indulgence. At all events, an estate, 
valued at Rs. 2,400 a year, should be granted to him ia 
perpetuity, and his son, Diwan Dary4j Mal, who is an in- 
telligent man and has already been appointed a member of 
the Municipal Committee of Gujranwalla, should be made 
an Honorary Magistrate. It is believed that Mr. Cordery, 
the late Deputy Commissioner of Gujranwalla, reeommend- 
ed the Diw4n to the Local Government for the grant of an 
estate, but the matter was dropped owing to his speedy 
transfer from that district. The exhibition of generosity to 
old and loyal families is calculated to strengthen the found- 
ation of British rule in the country.

avoided. 
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_ The Kavivachan Sudhd (Benares), of the 23rd April, states 

Despatch of forged pri. that Makund Lal and Ganesh Prasad, 
vate telegrams. two servants of Babu Hari Das of Be- 
nares, lately went to Hazéribagh for the sale of merchandize. 
When they were on the point of finishing a bargain for the sale 
of some articles with a R&j& there, they received two forged 
tolegrams from Benares on the 2nd April. Some evil-minded 
man had sent the telegrams through malice, one in the name 
of Babu Hari Da&s and the other in the name of the father of 
Makund Lal, reporting the deaths of two of their relatives and 
advising them to return atonce. They at once left for home, 
and on their arrival found that the telegrams were mere 
forgeries. The Government should offer a reward for the 
discovery of the culprit and inflict a severe punishment on 
him. Moreover, the Director-General of Telegraphs should 
adopt some measures to prevent such forgeries. In our opini- 
on, when a message is presented to a telegraph office for 
despatch, the office should note the place of residence of the 
sender, his father’s name, and such other matters as may be 
useful in identifying him if necessary. 


LEGISLATION, 


The Miratu-l-Hind (Lucknow), for March, states that 
Saciink xeitedion the outcry raised by prejudiced Euro- 
against the Jurisdiction peans against Mr. Ilbert’s Bill is 
_ quite unjustifiable. They have not 
been able to urge any valid argument against the measure, 
but have only indulged in abuse of natives. Their con- 
duct has been highly objectionable and has been disapproved 
by their own right-thinking countrymen. They have destroy- 
ed the good feeling between the two races which the Govern- 
ment and the leaders of both communities have been at. 
so great pains in creating during the last one hundred years.. 
All the objections raised by them have been satisfactorily 
answered by the Hon’ble Saiyid Ahmad Khén and Babu Lél 
Mohan Ghose. They contend that natives are not qualified 


[ me 


to decide their cases with justice and impartiality, but their 
contention is gratuitous and not supported by experience. 
A similar objection was urged ugainst the extension of the 
civil jurisdiction of Native Judges over Europeans, but has 
any Native Judge ever been found guilty of doing injustice 
to a European through race feeling? Even as regards 
criminal jurisdiction, Native Magistrates at presidency towns 
already exercise it over Kuropeans. Some natives are High 
Court Judges, and one of them has even held the office of 
Chief Justice. The unreasonable clamour of Anglo-Indians 
against the Bill may lead foreign nations to imagine that a 
great deal of crime prevails among them and that Anglo-Indian 
criminals are leniently dealt with by Anglo-Indian Judges. 
Raj& Shiva Prasfd, who is a traitor to his country, declared 
that just as the Brahmans enjoyed some special privileges 
in the time of Hindu kings and the Musalmans in the time 
Muhammadan kings, it was not surprising if some indul- 
gence was shown to Kuropeans under British rule! But can 
a just and civilized Government be justified in following an 
inequitable practice that prevailed in the time of former 
rulers ? Moreover, the Brahmans of old were a very virtuous 


and-pious people and deserving of consideration. But even 
the Br&hmans were not necessarily tried by Brahman 


judges. They were also subject to the jurisdiction of 
Kshatri and Vaishya judges. No doubt the Muhammadan 
invaders ill-treated the Hindus, but when Muhammadan 
supremacy was established in the country, no distinction 
was generally recognised between the Hindus and Musal- 
mains by Muahammadan kings, except a few bigoted tyrants 
among them. Both classes of people were equally eligible 
for the highest offices in the state, and justice was adminis 
tered with impartiality between them. To go no further 
back than the time of Wajid Ali Shah, the ex-King of Oudh, 
it is well known that he held the balance evenlv between 
the Hindus and Musalmins. When, in spite of repeated 
warnings, Maulvi Amir Ali persisted in making war against 
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the Mahants of Hanumangarhi, he had him blown from 
the gun. He was so much loved by his people for his im- 
partiality that when he was deposed from the throne, all 
the natives of Oudh, who were employed in the British 
Army, mutinied in 1857. When even small Mahammadan 
kings like W&jid Ali Sh&h recognised no race distinction, 
it is a shame that the British law should be disfigured by a 
recognition of race distinction in opposition to the Royal 
Proclamation of 1858. 


The same paper states that Raj& Shiva Praséd has always 
Réjé Shiva Praséd and Spoken against natives since his ad- 
the Jurisdiction Bill. mission to the legislature. In other 
words, his speeches have been in accordance with the 
thoughts and feelings of those officers to whose recommen- 
dation he owes his elevation. It will be remembered that, 
when he was an Inspector of Schools, he once expressed his 
opinion freely in a matter. For this he incurred the dis- 
pleasure of Government, and was consequently transferred 
from Beuares to Agra and afterwards compelled to retire a fl 
altogether. When he has once paid so dearly for a free ex- 
pression of opinion, he cannot be so foolish as to again run the 
same risk. But let this be as it may. All natives now una- 
nimously regard him asa traitor and not as their repre- 
sentative. He should be dismissed from the Council, and 
a better man appointed in his place.

The complaint does not relate to the high-handed- 
ness of the police, the scarcity of water or over-crowding, to 
which the people have in a large degree been inured, but it 
is connected with the system of the issue of return-tickets, 
It appears that at the time of the late fair at Katds, a sacred 
place of the Hindds, many natives of Lahore purchased 
return-tickets to Miani which were to run for 15 days, But 
on the principal day of the fair, when only two or three days 
had elapsed since the purchase of the tickets, it was given out 
at the fair that the time allowed had expired and that the 
tickets had become useless! The spread of this rumour ne- 
cessarily caused great anxiety and uneasiness to the pilgrims. 
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Many of them at once left the fair and made the best 


of their way to the Miani station, where the railway 


officials allowed them seats in the train without any 
objection. But as soon as the train arrived at L&la Musa, 


they were expelled from their carriages and required to pay 


fare over again to Lahore. They were even ordered to 
leave the station premises under the midday sun. When 
they asked the station-master on what authority he demanded 
fare for the second time, he simply replied that he had 
received orders to that effect. But afterwards he was pre- 
vailed upon with great difficulty to place them into the next 
train. On their arrival at Lahore no railway official there 
raised any objection. The inconvenience to which the pil- 
grims were exposed in this way may be better imagined 


| than described. Again, the Railway Time-Table shows that 


two trains start from Pind Dadan Khan every day, but as a 
matter of fact only one train starts from that place. —
